HE -atruggle for party 
leadership between Mr 
Attlee and) Mr Bevan is 
slowly, but inevitably 
reaching its climax us the 
breach in the Socialists’ 
parliamentary ranks 
widenk. Mr Bevan has re- 
worded the. old-time slogan, 
“Socialiam In our time’. to 
“All-out Sociallam in our 
time,” and he hos his own 
idénzs ag to what is meant 
by: “all out.” The Jeader 
of the splinter group \has a 
two-fold purpose. He hecks 
firstly to convert 
powerful trades unions to 
his political philosophy; 
recondly to depose Mr 
Attlee from his dominating 
position na lender of - the 
Socialist Party. His cam- 
palgn is subtie and is be- 
ing . cleverly exploited. 
Bevan, himself, vehemently 
denies thero is any serious 
rupture betwixt him and his 
followers and the rest .of 
the Labour movement. He 
argues that what differen- 
ces do exist are mercly 
points of view; that in 
matters of fundamental 
policy the Labour Party are 
ns one: Adroitly, however, 
he has-been making gentle 
overtures to the trades 
unionists to give him) back- 
ing in what he professes to 
be his campaign against 
the programme and policies 
of the Conservative Govern- 
ment, As far os possible 
he directs his barbs against 
tho Tories’ rearmament pro- 
posats, endeavouring to 
create,.. the —; impression 
among the Socialists that 
he is the leading Opposition 
-volce, and that Attlee, Mor- 
rison and Gaitskell are con- 
tent to pitch their  criti- 
cisms in a minor key. And 
there is little, doubt — that 
this technique has earned 
rewards for Mr Bevan, 
HE. big_stumbling block to 
5 Bevan's ambitions ~ re- 
mains the quiet, but deter- 
mined authority of Mr 
Attlee both as leader of tho 
Opposition ond head of the 
labour Party. And the per- 
sonal element in their poli- 
tical and parliamentary | 
differences {83 becoming 
more and more pronounced, 
Mr Attlee’s. ‘public rebuke 
of his former Health Mints- 
ter in the House of Com- 
_ mons last week was almost 
without . precedent. “The 
charge which the Oppoal- 
tion leader levelled against 
his colleague was grave — 
that he divulged 4 Cabinet 
secret during a parliamen- 
tary debate. Mr Bovan’s. 
reaction was swift and 
violent, “but the incident 
clearly indicated that Mr 
Attleeis now. ready to tako 
off the gloves and to deal 
with Mr Bevan os:a per 
sonal threat to his authori- 
ty and: his leadership. The 
question which now arises 
is whether Bevan will make 
an. all-out attempt to havo 
Attlee deposed as leader at 
next month’s annunl Party 
conforence. If ho docs, and 
falls, it} may mean that 
ho will have to wait many 
years beforo’ he can realise 
his ambitions. If, however, 
he decides not to force the 
issué at this stage ho may 
well be able to advance his |’ 
cause more rapidly with the 
rank und file of the Party. 
Another possibility ia that 
Mr Attlee, on his part, will 
forco matters to a head and 
‘ demand u showdown atthe 
conference. : His strength 
‘within’ the Party is undo- 
niable,’ .and he may con: 
‘sider that. ho can. “removo 
the Bevan . thre 4 
. thao’ by. securing for... him-

In a study of coloured aesale in Britain, just published, the t suge 
gestion is made that the Colonial Development and Welfare Fund should 
be used for providing student club premises.

hope Is cxpressed that “other 
Colonial governments will follow 
their example and open clubs 
where their studems can meet 
fellow-students, entertain friends 
and feel nt home.” 

It is further sugeéstcd. that 
groups of Colonies in a particu- 
lay arca should do their utmost 
to provide, if necessary by 
private subscription, the funds 
which would make  possiblo 
club premises for those of thelr 
people, students and | workers, 
who are in this couritry.
